1796, 
enclofing  a  lift  of  the  certificates  o  the  unfunded  debt  which  have  iffiied  Since 
his  laft  report:  and  a  general  ftatem  :\t,  Showing  the  whole  amount  of  certifi- 
cates of  unfunded  debt  ifiued  under  the  Second  Section  of  the  act  of  the  4th. 
of  April  1792,  the  amount  redeemed  by  the  various  appropriations,  and  the 
balance  yet  to  be  redeemed,  with  the  amount  of  intereft  which  will  be  due 
thereon  the  fir'ft  day  of  February,    1 797;  was  read  and  laid  upon  the  table.

Refolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inform  the  Houfe  of  Repre- 
fentatives, that  the  Senate  are  ready  to  receive  the  Speaker  and  Houfe  of  Re- 
prelentatives in  the  Senate  Chamber,  to  introduce  the  Speaker  and  Houfe  into 
the  Senate  Chamber,  and  alfo  to  introduce  the  Governor  of  the  common-

Mr.  Morgan  reports,  That  he  has  informed  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 
that  the  Senate  are  ready  to  receive  the  Speaker  and  Houfe  of  Representatives 
in  the  Senate  Chamber. 

The  Speaker  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  were  introduced  in  the  Senate 
Chamber,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  was  placed  on  the 
left  of  the  Chair  of  the  Senate. 

The  Governor  of  the  commonwealth  was  introduced. 

The  Speaker  of  the  Senate  placed  the  Governor  of  the  commonwealth  in 
the  Chair  of  the  Senate. 

The  Governor  of  the  commonwealth  addreflfed  the  General  Affembly  and 
then  retired.

For  theie  objects  (it  mult  be  allowed)  much  has  al- 
ready been  done;  but  it  is  implied  in  their  very  nature,  that  much  will  always 
remain  to  do:  the  increafe  of  population,  the  extention  of  agriculture  and 
commerce,  the  progrefs  of  arts,  and  the  inevitable  viciffitude  of  human 
pailions  and  purfuits,  can  never  fail  to  furnifh  occasions,  for  the  exercise  of 
legiflative  care  and  authority. 

"  While  affording  the  aid  to  your  deliberations,  which  the  conftitution 
requires  from  the  Executive  Magiftrate,  permit  me,  Gentlemen,  to  fuggeft 
fome  of  the  amendments,  of  which  our  laws,  on  theie  fundamental  points, 
appear  to  be  fulceptible. 

"  In  relation  to  the  organization,  and  the  operations  of  a  representative 
republic,  the  rights  and  rules  of  election,  demand  peculiar  attention.  Frora 
the  complex  character  ot  our  political  affociation  the  rights  of  fufferage  may 
be  acquired  in  various  modes;  by  birth,  by  naturalization  in  this  common- 
wealth, or  by  naturalization  in  any  of  our  fitter  commonwealths;  but  the 
fucceffive  changes  of  the  ftate  and  federal  eonilitutions  have  fo  deranged  the 
provifions,  which  the  law  had  previoufiy  made,  that  a  declaratory  act  has  be- 
come neceffary,  it  isthought,  to  render  the  fubject  clear  (as  it  ought  to  be)  to  ever) 
underftanding.  The  adoption  of  Inch  a  mealure,  extending  to  a  general  re  - 
vifion  of  the  election. laws,  I  truft,  it  will  be  deemed  expedient  to  incorporate, 
into  one  fyftem,  all  the  regulations  that  refpect  the  federal,  as  well  as  ftate, 
offices;  and  to  introduce  additional  functions,  for  fecuring,  at  this  fource  of 
the  health  and  v;gor  of  the  body  politic,  purity  and  independence,  vigilance 
and  impartiality. 

"  The  difficulties,  which  have  again  arifen,  in  the  election  and  returns  of 
the  Electors  of  a  Prefident  and  Vice  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  have  re- 
cently attracted  the  public  attention,  and  are  peculiarly  calculated  to  enforce 
any  recommendation,  on  the  interefting  iubject,  to  which  I  have  juft  adverted. 
By  the  law  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Prothonotaries  to  deliver  the  returns 
of  "their  refpective  counties  within  fourteen  days  after  the  election;  and  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  enumerate  the  votes,  to  proclaim  the  Electors 
having  a  majority  of  votes,  and  to  caufe  thofe  Electors  to  be  notified  of  their 
election,  on,  or  before,  the  lait  "Wednefday  of  the  month.  In  a  few  of  the 
counties,  however,  the  votes  of  particular  diftricts,  for  various  reafons,  were 
not  included  in  the  general  returns;  and  the  returns  of  feveral  of  the  remote 
counties  were  not  received,  when  the  term,  prefcribed  to  the  Prothonotaries, 

for 
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for  executing  their  truft,  had  expired.  By  the  precedent,  eftablifhed  on  the 
■opinion  of  the  Judges  and  the  Attorney  General,  at  the  election  of  Electors 
in  the  year  one  thcufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  confirmed  in 
the  lame  manner,  on  the  late  occafion,  the  limitation  impofed  on  the  Protho- 
notaries,  could  only  be  confidered  as  director"  with  refpect  to  their  conduct, 
and  not  as  an  exclufion  of  returns  delivered  at  a  fublequent  period:  The  li- 
mitation, likewife,  impofed  on  the  Executive  Magiftrate,  muft  be  confidered, 
as  ftill  referring  it  to  his  difcretion,  to  delay  enumerating  the  votes,  and  pro- 
claiming the  public  choice,  for  any  period,  that  was  compatible  with  the  de- 
livery of  official  notifications  to  the  Electors,  on  the  day  deiignated  by  the 
Legislature.  With  this  authoritative  expoiirion  of  the  law;  poifeffed  of  pofi- 
tive  information,  that  elections  had  been  held  in  all  the  counties;  and  conclud- 
ing, from  repeated  ftatements  communicated  to  me,  that  the  returns  had  been 
fraudulently  intercepted,  or  accidentally  poftponed,  I  determined,  contrary  to 
my  firft  intention,  but,  upon  mature  coniideration,  and  with  the  advice  of 
the  law-officers  of  the  ftate,  to  defer  the  enumeration  to  the  lateft  hour  that 
I  legally  could;  and  in  the  mean  time,  to  give  a  full  and  impartial  opportunity, 
for  fupplying  the  deficiencies,  and  correcting  the  errors,  of  the  general  returns. 
As  the  belt  proof  of  the  propriety  of  this  determination,  it  now  appears,  that 
had  I  purfued  a  contrary  courfe,  the  real  voice  of  the  people  of  Pennfylvania, 
fairly  given,  and  accurately  afcertained,  would  not  have  been  announced. 
A  neglect  of  the  judges  of  election,  to  deliver,  in  form,  the  returns  of  two 
diftricts  in  Northumberland  and  Lycoming  counties;  and  the  act  of  fending 
the  mail,  which  contained  the  returns  of  Weftmoreland  and  Fayette  counties, 
from  Greenfburgh,  the  place  of  depolit,  or  fome  fublequent  ftage  to  Pittfburgh, 
inftead  of  being  forwarded,  as  it  ought  to  have  been,  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia; 
were  the  circumftances,  (the  latter  of  which  will,  I  am  perfuaded,  undergo  a  ftrict 
fcrutiny  in  the  proper  department)  that  without  any  other  imputable  negligence, 
or  delinquency  in  the  voters,  or  in  the  returning  officers  of  the  ftate,  had  occa- 
fioned  the  delay  and  difficulty,  which  I  have  defcribed.  But  upon  the  whole,  I 
am  confident,  that  you,  Gentlemen,  that  every  candid  citizen,  will  agree,  con- 
formably to  the  opinion  and  advice  upon  which  I  have  acted,  that  no  fraud,  force, 
or  accident,  fhould  be  allowed  to  divert,  or  defeat,  the  regular  operations  of  the 
public  choice;  and  that  whenever  the  real  fenfe  of  the  people  can  be  authen- 
ticated, the  rcmiffnefs,  the  miftakes,  the  malverfirions,  of  officers,  (who  are 
appointed  merely  to  preferve  form  and  order  in  tranfatting  the  bufmefs  of 
elections)  cannot  be  fufficient  to  preclude  investigation,  in  contradiction  to 
evidence  and  reafon,  nor  to  eftabliih  error,  at  the  expenfe  of  truth  and  juftice. 
It  is  true  that  the  act  refpecting  the  choice  of  Electors,  has  not  provided  a  fpecific 
mode  for  examining  and  deciding  upon  the  controverfies,  which  have  arifen, 
and  probably,  will  often  arife,  at  elections  of  fuch  importance;  but  it  is  the  con- 
ftitutional  duty  of  the  Executive  Magiftrate,  to  take  care  that  all  the  laws  of 
the  ftate  Ihall  be  faithfully  executed  ;  and  it  is  my  earneft  with,  that  the  ex- 
preffion  of  the  legifiative  will  may  always  be  made  fo  explicit  and  lo  ample, 
as  to  leave  nothing  for  conftruction  to  explain,  or  difcretion  to  fupply. 

"  It  will  be  univerfally  acknowledged,  that  to  guard  a  republican  govern- 
ment againft  internal  encroachments,  or  external  violence,  a  well  organized 
and  well  difciplined*- militia,  is  the  only  fafe  and  efficient  inftrument;  and 
yet  it  is  alfo  obvious,  that  the  police  of  Pennfylvania  is  not,  in  any  refpect, 
more  feeble  and  defective.     Let  it  then  be  remembered,  that  the  danger  of 

foreign 
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foreign  hoftiiity  (though  I  anxioufly  hope  it  is  a  remote)  is  not  a  vilionavy 
evil;  and  that  emergencies  will  fqmetimes  ariie  in  the  beft  ordered  commu- 
nities, which  the  power  of  the  civil  magistrate  is  not  competent  to  encounter. 
In  either  cafe,  if  the  militia  cannot  be  feafonably  embodied,  it  will  be  found 
hazardous  and  improvident,  to  truft  the  defence  and  tranquility  of  the  Rate, 
to  the  only  alternatives  that  occur; — a  permanent  military  force,  or  the 
cafual  exertion  of  volunteers.  Upon  this  topic,  however,  Gentlemen,  everv 
proper  opportunity  has  been  embraced,  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, particularly  at  a  period  when  the  reputation,  if  not  the  iecurity,  of  our 
government  was  menaced;  and  when  a  greater  expenfe  was  incurred  to  ob- 
viate, in  a  hngle  inStance,  the  embarraflments  produced  by  the  imperfection 
of  the  existing  law,  than  would  be  necefiary  for  constantly  maintaining,  in  a 
ftate  of  preparation  and  energy,  a  judicious  and  liberal  eftablithment  of  the 
militia.  Referring,  therefore,  to  the  records  of  tlie  General  AiTembly,  and 
to  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  which  will  be  laid  before  you,  for  a 
Specification  of  the  improvements  effentially  requifite,  I  can  only  add  an  opi- 
nion, fortified  by  every  cay's  experience,  that  the  duty  which  we  owe  to 
our  immediate  constituents,  our  federal  obligations,  public  convenience,  and 
genuine  ceconomy,  concur  in  recommending  a  prompt  and  radical  reform. 

"  That  a  general  diffusion  of  ufeful  knowledge  among  the  citizens,  Serves 
invariably  to  reprefs  the  ipirit  of  licentioufnefs,  and  to  cherilh  a  fenfe  ot 
rational  liberty,  the  hiftcries  of  nations,  and  the  Speculations  of  philofophers, 
are,  alike,  calculated  to  demonstrate.  ImpreiTcd,  indeed,  with  this  important 
truth,  the  framers  of  our  constitution  have  emphatically  impofed  an  obligation 
upon  the  Legislature,  to  devife  and  eStablifh  a  fyftem  of  education,  "  in  inch 
manner,  that  the  poor,  throughout  the  ftate,  may  be  taught  gratis."  Inde- 
pendent, therefore,  of  the  motives,  which  would,  otherwife,  actuate  every 
wife  and  benevolent  ftateftnan,  all  the  offspring  of  indigence  and  penury, 
have  an  interefting  and  incontrovertible  claim,  to  the  enjoyment  ot  a  public 
provision,  for  the  illumination  of  their  minds,  and  the  cultivation  of  their 
faculties.  But,  Still,  regarding  the  inftitution  only  as  an  auxiliary  to  perpe- 
tuate the  bleSTmgs  of  a  i'ree  government,  and  to  aflimilate  the  language,  Sen- 
timents, and  manners  of  the  citizen,  you  will  not,  I  am  confident,  Gentle- 
men, allow  it  to  be  retarded  by  the  Suggestions  of  a  parfmtonious  policy;  nor 
to  be  fettered  by  any  restriction,  proceeding  from  local  jealouiy,  or  habitual 
prejudice.  Every  part  of  the  community  is  interehed  in  the  well  being 
of  the  whole:  The  iecurity  of  each  member  will  always,  in  tome  degree, 
depend  upon  the  intelligence  and  virtue  of  the  reft:  And  thus,  the  meafure 
now  contemplated,  as  well  as  every  other  meafure  for  the  public  benefit,  is 
nothing  more,  in  fact,  than  a  common  medium,  through  which  all  the  in- 
dividuals of  the  fame  fociety  (however  claffed,  and  wherever  fituated)  infal- 
libly derive  a  juft  proportion  of  advantage. 

"  To  this  branch  of  our  review,  may  be  properly  annexed,  the  consider- 
ations that  refpect  the  departments,  and  publie  cilices,  in  which  the  buiinefs 
of  the  ftate  is  tranfacted;  Since  it  mult  be  nugatory  to  recognize  the  theory 
of  a  free  government,  unlefs  the  mode  of  administering  it  Shall,  at  the  fame 
time,  be  arranged  and  enforced,  on  a  correfponding  principle  of  order,  Sim- 
plicity, and  energy.  In  the  department  of  accounts,  and  the  land-office, 
feveral  improvements  will  be  fuggefied  by  the  report?  of  therefpe&ive  officers; 
but,  it  is  incumbent  on  me  to  reprefent,  that  the  death  of  the  State  Treafurer

having  occafioned  a  vacancy  in  that  office,  and  fome  doubts  being  entertained 
of  the  conftitutional  power  of  the  Executive,  to  make  a  temporary  appoint- 
ment, during  the  recef3  of  the  Legiilature,  I  was  happy  to  find,  that  neither 
the  intereft,  nor  the  credit,  of  the  government  would  fufler,  by  my  declin- 
ing any  direct  interference  on  the  occafion.  It  will  be  proper,  however,  to 
provide,  by  law,  againlt  the  inconveniencies  that  may  refult  from  a  iimilar 
ikuation  at  any  future  period:  And  you  will  readily  excufe  my  reminding 
you,  that  an  adequate  arrangement,  has  not  yet  been  made,  for  eftablifhing 
fuitable  buildings  to  contain  and  preferve  the  public  records;  particularly, 
iiich  as  relate  to  the  land-office,  to  the  office  of  regifter  of  wills,  and  to 
the  offices  of  the  Prothonotaries  of  the  feveral  courts  held  in  the  city  of  Phi- 
ladelphia, which  are  now  expofed  to  conftant  danger  from  fire  and  other  ac- 
cidents.  If,  indeed,  the  removal  of  the  feat  of  the  federal  government, 
or  any  other  occurrence,  fhould  prevent  the  building,  which  has  been  lately 
erected  by  the  ftate  (and  of  which  an  account  will  be  laid  before  you)  from 
bein^  permanently  occupied  according  to  its  original  deftination,  it  might, 
perhaps,  be  conveniently  appropriated  to  the  accommodation  of  the  legi- 
flative  and  executive  departments,  fo  as  to  preclude  the  neceffity  of  incurring 
anv  additional  expenfe,  for  the  purpofe  that  has  been  intimated. 

"  Proceeding,  Gentlemen,  to  a  confederation  of  our  public  institutions, 
for  promoting  the  practice  of  virtue,  and  the  adminlftration  of  juftice,  the 
philanthropic  and  patriotic  mind  will  difcover  in  the  fuccefs,  that  has 
hitherto  attended  every  experiment,  the  nobleft  reward,  as  well  as  the  ftrongeft 
incentive  to  perfeverance.  The  penal  code  of  Pennfylv-ania,  purified  from 
its  ancient  fanguinary  ftain,  continues  to  evince  its  efficacy,  in  producing  the 
only  refult,  that  can  be  defired  from  the  infliction  of  punifhment — the  reform- 
ation of  offenders,  and  the  fecurity  of  the  public:  while  the  genera!  confu- 
tation of  our  courts  of  juftice,  feems  only  to  want  a  portion  of  the  equitable 
powers  of  a  Court  of  Chancery,  in  order  to  become  completely  operative. 
It  may  not  he  ufeiefs,  however,  on  the  firft  of  thefe  fubjects,  to  fubmit  to 
your  confideration  the  expediency  of  reducing  all  the  penal  laws  into  one  acT; 
and,  on  the  other,  to  recommend,  that  'fome  modification  ihould  be  adopted, 
to  render  the  remote  circuits  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  more  convenient 
to  the  officers,  as  well  as  to  the  citizens,  who  attend  them. 

*'  The  education  of  the  poor  being  already  mentioned,  it  is  only  neceffary 
here  to  add,  that  inftitutions  calculated  to  fupply  them,  at  all  feafons,  with 
the  materials  of  labor;  and  to  afford  them  an  aiylum  when  age,  or  infirmity, 
afflicts,  mutt  prove  a  powerful  guarantee  for  that  purity  of  morals  and  man- 
ners, to  which  idlenefs  and  extreme  indigence  are  inceffantly  and  fatally  op- 
pofed.  The  poor  laws,  the  laws  relative  to  the  eftablifhment  of  wcrk-houfes, 
and  the  laws  affording  a  legislative  patronage  to  public  hofpitals,  claim,  with 
this  view,  an  early  and  careful  reviiion.  The  temporary  and  gratuitous  aid 
granted  for  the  relief  of  difireffed  French  emigrants,  has  been  faithfully  and 
effectually  applied;  and,  independent  of  its  charitable  ufes,  has,  doubtlefs, 
produced  many  falutary  effects,  as  an  act  of  policy:  but  you  will  perceive, 
by  the  report  of  the  agents  employed  in  diftributing  it,  that  there  are  ftili 
fome  of  the  emigrants,  to  whom  the  continuance  of  your  bounty  is  neceffary, 
as  the  only  means  of  fupport;  and  for  whom,  at  this  feafon  of  the  year, 
your  humanity  cannot  fail  to  be  deeply  intereited. 

Directing 
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"  Directing  your  attention,  Gentlemen,  to  the  means,  by  which  the  in- 
duftry  of  our  fellow  citizens  may  be  encouraged,  and  rendered  moft  pro- 
ductive and  beneficial  to  the  community,  it  will,  at  once,  be  difcerned,  that 
the  interefts  of  fociety  are  fo  intimately  interwoven,  and  fo  mutually  depen- 
dent, that  endowments,  which  might,  fuperncially,  feem  to  be  the  immediate 
and  exclufive  advantage  of  a  particular  art,  fcience  or  occupation,  may  always, 
neverthelefs,  be  accurately  traced  throughout  the  whole  circle  of  our  avocations 
and  purfuits,  diffufing  a  benign  and  falutary  influence. 

"   But  the  relations  of  agriculture   and    commerce    are,  tit   tins  period  of 
our  national  independence,  the  moil  obvious,  and,   perhaps,  the  moll  impor- 
tant, to  be  conhdered  and  cultivated.     In  order,  therefore,  reciprocally  to  pro- 
mote thole  eftential  interefts,  permit  me  earneftly  to  recommend  a  liberal  per- 
feverance  in  the  policy,  of  extending  and  facilitating  the  communication  be- 
tween the  different  parts  of  the  ftate,  by  every  practicable  mode,  of  roads 
of  rivers,  of  bridges,  and  canals.      Indeed,   the  fpirited  example  which  your 
predeceiTors  gave,  has  excited  in  one  of  our  lifter  Mates  at  leaft,  an  emulation 
lb  active,  as  to  demand  fome  extraordinary  exertion,  on  our  part,  merely  for 
preferving  that  portion  of  the  benefits,  ariling  from  an  intereourie  with  the 
lakes  and  weftern  waters,  to  which  cur  local  pontion,  and  other  natural  ad- 
vantages, have  juftly  entitled  us.     The  towns  that  have  been  laid  out,  and, 
in  part,    fold  (at  a  conhderable  price)  on  Lake  Erie  and  the  weftern  borders  of 
the  ftate,   feem,  like  wife,  only  to  require  the  means  of  free  communication 
to  enfure  a  rapid  population,  and  profperous  trade.     But  it  may  be  propel- 
here  to  revive  the  idea,   which  was  intimated  to  the  Legislature  on  a   forrnei 
occafion,  that  if  a  part  of  each  cf  the  referved  tracts  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  fhofe  towns,   was  divided  into  farms  of  convenient  extent,  and  "ranted 
for  a  moderate  confideration,  to  actual  fenders,  the  meafure  wculd  afford  ad- 
ditional fecurity  to  the  frontier  inhabitants,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  enhance  the 
value  of  the  remaining  public  property. 

"  In  all  thefe  efforts,  however,  to  augment  the  opulence  of  the  ftate,  by 
extending  the  fphere  of  population  and  lettlement,  every  poilible  precaution 
ihould  be  obferved,  to  prevent  the  feuds  and  litigations,  which  are  produced 
by  the  collilion  of  titles,  or  by  a  fpecious  opposition  of  the  equitable  claim 
of  an  improver,  to  the  legal  rights  of  a  patentee.  The  appearances  on  our 
weftern  frontiers  are,  in  this  reipect,  of  a  nature  to  excite  fonre  folici'tude 
and  to  demand  immediate  care:  nor  will  it  be  found,  upon  examining  the 
documents  which  I  have  directed  to  be  laid  before  you,  that  the  territorial  con- 
troverfy  at  Wyoming,  which  has  lb  long  violated  the  public  authority  and 
difturbed  the  public  peace,  is  at  all  abated  in  its  virulence,  or  audacity.  In 
compliance  with  the  requeft  of  the  Legiflature,  a  proclamation,  relative  to 
the  latter  object,  was  illued  and  communicated  to  the  Governors  of  New- York 
MaiTachufetts,  Rhode-Iiland  and  Connecticut}  and  it  affords  me  great  pleafure 
publicly  to  acknowledge  the  alacrity  and  deciiion,  with  which,  ia  every  in- 
ilance  (except,  perhaps,  in  the  inftance  of  Connecticut)  I  was  honored  with 
the  authoritative  co-operation  of  thole  magiftrates.  But  it  is  evident  from  the 
iyftematic  proceedings  of  the  lawleis  intruders  on  the  Wyoming  diftrict  that 
meafures  more  operative,  than  thole  which  have  hitherto  been  {auctioned  by 
the  Legiflature,  muft  be  adopted-,  to  evince  the  power,  and  affert  the  rights 
of  the  commonwealth;  unleis,  under  the  peculiar  circumftances  of  this  con- 
troverfy,  it  ihall  be  thought  moft  equitable  and  prudent  to  promote  a  corn- 
pro  mile 
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promife  between  the  parlies,  by  allowing  either  of  them,  to  take,  in  com- 
mutation for  the  lands  now  claimed,  a  proportionate  quantity  of  unappro- 
priated public  land?,  in  any  other  part  of  the  ftate. 

"  When  confideriug  the  direft  aid,  which  the  Legislature  may  afford  to 
commercial  induftry  and  enterprize,  it  can  fcareely  be  neceffary  to  remark, 
that  thefe  ought  to  be  diftinguifhed  in  their  treatment,  as  they  are  ever  diftin- 
guiihable  in  their  nature,  from  the  wild  and  facinating  movements  of  the 
fpirit  cf  fpeculaticn;  a  fpirit  that  never  fails  to  taint  the  morals,  and  blight 
the  credit,  of  the  nation,  which  is  expoied  to  its  malignant  influence.  Though 
it  is  impoffible,  under  the  prefent  circumftances  of  our  country,  to  avoid 
noticing  this  evil;  and,  perhaps,  lamenting  that  our  government,  by  an  in- 
difcriminate  fale  of  the  public  lands,  has  contributed  to  create  it,  I  will  not 
pretend,  Gentlemen,  that  it  is  in  my  power  to  fuggeft,  or  in  yours,  to  pro- 
vide an  adequate  remedy.  Some  reformation,  however,  would,  probably, 
be  produced, -by  augmenting  the  penalties  againft  all  kinds  of  gambling;  by 
amending  the  laws  for  the  relief  of  hrfolvent  debtors;  and  by  reviving  the 
act  for  the  regulation  ot  bankruptcy.  It  ir.uft  be  remembered,  like  wife,  that 
every  meafure,  which  tends  to  annihilate  a  fictitious  credit,  and  to  counter- 
ait  a  fraud  in  trade,  will,  with  an  equal  force,  invigorate  the  real  capital  of 
our  commerce,  and  encourage  its  fair  and  falutary  operations.  And  if,  after 
the  eftablifhment  of  a  iyftem,  that  will  do  ample  jullice  to  creditors,  by  pre- 
venting their  debtors,  from  committing  a  wafle,  or  concealment,  of  property, 
you  fhall  be  diipoied  to  abolifh  the  practice  of  imprifonment  for  debt,  the 
the  principles  of  our  conftitution,  of  the  common  law,  and  of  found  policy, 
will,  in  my  opinion,  warrant  and  approve  the  a£t. 

"  At  the  opening  of  the  laft  feffion,  it  was  intimated,  that  the  footing, 
on  which  marine  inturances,  inland  bills  of  exchange,  and  promiiTory  notes, 
exifted  in  Pennsylvania,  might  be  rendered  more  fecure  and  Satisfactory  to 
the  public,  by  adopting,  in  relation  to  the  refpecTive  objects,  fuch  of  the  pofi- 
tive  regulations  of  foreign  countries,  as  experience  had  proved  to  be  beneficial. 
Allow  me,  under  the  impreihon  of  increaimg  inducements,  to  renew  the 
recommendation  at  this  time;  and,  particularly,  to  obferve,  that  the  prefer- 
ence given,  by  law,  to  promilfory  notes,  difcounted  at  the  Bank  of  Pennfyl- 
vania,  (an  inftitution  in  which  the  ftate  has  vefted  its  pecuniary  capital)  has 
been  deemed  a  fmgular  departure,  from  the  difinterefced  and  liberal  policy, 
that  characterises  our  legislative  code. 

"  Having  thus  reviewed  the  general  fituation  of  public  affairs,  and  cur- 
forily  pointed  out  the  principal  improvements,  that  may  be  made  in  our  police, 
I  proceed,  Gentlemen,  with  the  higheit  latisfaclion  to  inform  you,  that  the 
ftate  of  our  finances  will  allure  to  all  your  undertakings,  for  advancing  the 
intereft  and  happinefs  of  our  conftituents,  an  abundant  and  conftant  fupply 
of  wealth:  The  debts  and  duties  paid  into  the  treafury  from  the  firft  day  of 
January  to  the  firft  day  of  November  lall  (and  to  which  feveral  important  pay- 
ments have  imce  been  added)  amount  to  the  fum  of  two  hundred  and  Sixty-five 
thoufand  five  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents;  and  this  fum,  to- 
gether with  the  pre-exiftingbalance  of  ninety  thoufand  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents,  conititute  a  fund  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-five 
thoufimd  Seven  hundred  and  feventy  dollars  and  twenty- four  cents;  which  is 
much  mere  than  fufHcientto  meet  all  the  contingencies  of  the  expiring  year.  For, 

the 
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the  deduction  to  be  made,  during  the  correfponding  period,  in  order  to  de- 
fray the  expenfes  of  government,  to  difcharge  the  public  debts,  to  advance 
the  public  improvements  (including  the  feveral  grants  for  enlarging  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hofpital,  and  finifhing  the  houfe  intended  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  Prefident)  and  to  fupply  the  variety  of  mifcellaneous  difburfements  dated 
in  the  report  from  the  department  of  accounts,  amounting  onlv  to  the  Turn 
of  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  thouiand  four  hundred  and  fonv-four  dollars 
will  be  found  to  have  left  in  the  treafury,  en  the  fir  ft  day  of  November 
laft,  a  fpecie  balance  of,  at  leaft,  feventy-three  thouiand  three  hundred  and 
twenty-lix  dollars. 

"  The  principal  fources  of  revenue,  which  have  been  eftablifhed,  likewife, 
{as  I  have  ftated)  preclude  the  apprehenfion  of  any  failure,  or  difappoint- 
ment,  in  profecuting,  on  a  liberal  and  judicious  fcale,  the  important  objects 
of  your  adminiftration.  Prom  the  public  capital,  veiled  in  the  bank  of  Penn- 
sylvania, an  annual  dividend  of  ninety  thoufand  dollars  may  be  confidently 
expected.  From  the  ftock,  of  the  United  States,  which  is  the  property  of 
Pennfylvania,  an  annual  fum  of  about  fix  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  feventy- 
-nine  dollars,  is  now  enjoyed ;  which,  when  increafed  by  the  eventual  product 
of  the  deferred  ftock,  will  amount  to  an  annual  fum  of  about  twenty-five 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety  dollars,  liable  however,  upon  the  payment 
-of  the  principal,  according  to  the  ftipulated  inftalments  of  the  ads  of  Con- 
grefs,  to  be  gradually  diminifhed,  and  finally  extinguished  at  the  clofe  of  the 
-year  one  thouiand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen.  From  the  duties  and  fees  col- 
lected on  tavern  and  marriage  licenfes,  on  files  at  auction,  and  in  the  public 
offices,  we  may  compute  an  annual  accumulation  of  fifty  thoufand  dollar.-. 
And  the  combined  refult  of  thefe  feveral  items,  constituting  the  afeercained 
"revenues  of  the  ftate,  furnifhes  an  income  of  about  one  hundred  and  forty- 
fix  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  feventy-nine  dollars.  But,  it  mull,  alfo,  be 
taken  into  our  view,  that  the  contingent  refources,  arifing  from  the  arrear- 
age of  taxes,  from  the  iale  of  the  town  and  out-lots  on  Lake  Erie,  and  on 
the  weftern  frontier  (including  the  forfeited  lots  in  the  town  oppofite  to  Pictf- 
burgh,  which  I  directed  to  be  difpofed  of)  from  the  receipts  at  the  land-office, 
and  from  the  collection  of  various  debts,  will,  in  the  progrefs  of  feveral 
years,  greatly  augment,  the-  exifting  capital  of  the  ftate. 

"  Gentlemen  of  I  be  Houfe  of  Reprefetitat'ives .' 

'"  In  this  bright,  but  faithful  profpect,  of  our  finances,  poffefiTng  all  the 
materials  for  acting,  in  your  peculiar  province,  upon  the  principles  of  an  en- 
larged and  generous  policy,  you  will  not,  1  am  confident,  be  wanting  in  the 
difpofition,  or  the  wifdom,  to  improve  them.  For  the  expenfes  of  govern- 
ment, computed  at  the  annual  fum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thoufand 
dollars;  for  the  decreafing  claims  of  the  penfion  lift,  now  computed  at  the 
fum  often  thoufand  dollars;  for  the  unfunded  ftate  debt,  afcertained,  during 
the  recefs,  to  the  amount  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  for  the  other  un- 
avoidable contingencies,  in  adminiftering  the  public  affairs,  you  will,  doubt- 
iefs,  make  the  ordinary  appropriations,  during  the  prefent  feffion:  but  allow 
me  again  to  recommend  the  reimburfement  of  the  loan,  obtained  from  the 
bank  of  North  America,  on  a  pledge  of  the  duties  arifing  from  fales  at  auction; 
-and  to  prefs  upon  your  confideration,  the  expediency  of  eftablifhing  a  gene- 
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•ral  rule,  for  employing  the  lurplus  fpecie,  which  accumulates,  From  time  to 
time,  in  the  treafury;  and  which,  according  to  the  exiftingfyftem,  will  often, 
for  a  confiderable  period,  and  to  a  great  amount,  lie  ufeleis  and  unproductive. 
The1  policy  recommended  in  this  addrefs,  and  your  own  patriotic  reiearches, 
will  fatisfactorily  indicate  the  proper  objects  of  iuchan  arrangement. 

*'   Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 

"   Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprcfentaiives ! 

"  In  addition  to  the  papers,  to  which  I  have  already  referred,  the  Secretary 
is  directed  to  prefent,  for  your  information,  copies  ot  the  proclamations,  re- 
fpecting  the  election  of  Electors  of  a  Prefident  and  Vice-Prefulent  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  election  of  Reprefentatives,  in  the  enfuing  Con- 
grels;  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  to  fupply  the  vacancy  in  the  prefent  Con- 
grefs,  occaiioned  by  the  refignation  of  Daniel  Heifter;  a  general  ftatement 
of  the  progreis  that  has  been  made,  in  executing  the  contracts  for  improving 
roads  and  rivers  ;  a  copy  of  the  report,  from  which  it  appears,  that  the  new 
edition  of  the  laws  is  nearly  ready  to  be  delivered  ;  and  the  fchedule,  fpecify- 
ing  the  acts,  which,  on  account  of  their  refpective  limitations,  will  claim  a 
{hare  in  your  deliberations.  You  will  indulge  me  while  I  fubjoin,  to  thefe 
rr.ifcellaneous  matters,  a  perfonal  requeft,  that  bills,  after  paflingboth  branches 
of  the  Legiflature,  may  be  io  feaionably  prefented  for  examination,  as  to 
refcue  me,  in  future,  from  the  dilemma,  of  either  giving  the  Executive  fanc- 
tion  to  the  laws,  without  due  conhderation,  or  protracting  the  leffions  of  the 
General  Aflembly,  beyond  the  period,  which  the  conveniency  of  the  Mem- 
bers might  prefcribe. 

"  A  perfect  view  of  the  interefts  of  Pennfylvania  leading  us,  naturally, 
to  contemplate  her  relative  fituation,  as  a  member  of  the  union,  it  will  not, 
Gentlemen,  be  deemed  obtruiive,  or  improper,  at  this  important  sera,  to  clofe 
my  communications,  with  a  reference  to  the  general  tranquility,  order,  and 
profperity,  of  the  lifter  (late?.  Our  country  had  fcarcely  recruited  the  flrength 
exhaufted  in  her  revolutionary  conteft,  and  fcarcely  furmounted  the  embar- 
rafiinents  produced  by  her  firft  feeble  confederation,  when  the  fudden  and 
irrefiftible  explolion,  which  ftill  fhakes  the  political  atmofphere  of  Europe, 
urged  to  a  fevere  and  painful  teft,  the  pafTions  of  her  citizens,  and  the  ener- 
gies of  her  government.  The  love  of  liberty,  and  the  fenfe  of  obligation, 
created  in  the  American  mind,  an  honorable  predilection  for  the  caufe  of  the 
Erench  people;  but  the  duties,  and  the  intererls,  of  a  neutral  character,  im- 
pofed  upon  our  government,  the  adoption  of  a  iyftem,  by  which  none  of  the 
belligerent  powers  might  have  reafon  to  complain  of  the  violation  of  our  faith, 
and  all  would  be  compelled  to  acknowledge  the  rectitude  of  our  impartiality. 
The  fame  fkilful  and  patriotic  hand  that  had  led  us,  triumphantly,  through 
the  gloom  and  conflict  of  a  feven  years'  war,  was  again  employed,  at  that 
arduous  period,  in  pointing  out  the  path  of  juftice,  honor,  and  peace:  And 
the  effects  ef  the  aufrrcious  courfe,  that  has  been  purfued,  are  vifible  through- 
out the  land.  Notwithstanding  the  inconveniences  and  outrages,  to  which 
our  commerce  has  been  unhappily  expoied,  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  union 
have  flourifhed  in  arts  and  opulence;  the  face  of  the  country  has  been  uni- 
verially  improved  and  beautified;  and  all  the  ftaple  products  of  the  American 
foil,  have  been  cultivated  and  matured  beyond  the  moft  languine  anticipation. 

The 
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The  blefiing  of  being  preferred  from  a  participation  in  the  European  war,  has 
been  confumated  by  the  ceffation  of  Indian  hoftilities  on  our  frontiers:  Nor 
will  it  be  eftimated  as  a  gratification  of  inconfiderable  value,  that  the  exertions 
of  the  federal  government,  have  at  length,  releafed  our  unfortunate  fellow- 
citizens  from  the  Algerine  captivity;  refioring  them  to  civil  freedom,  and 
domeftic  comfort. 

"  But,  at  this  moment,  Gentlemen,  circumftances  arife,  which  are  calcu- 
lated to  caft  a  fhade  upon  the  fplendor  of  the  fcene,  that  has  been  defcribed, 
and  to  interrupt  the  current  of  our  enjoyments:  You  will  readily  perceive, 
that  I  allude  to  the  President's  retreat  from  public  life;  and  to  the  diffatisfac- 
tion,  which  the  French  republic  has  expreffed,  at  the  conduct  of  our  govern- 
ment. With  refpect,  however,  to  the  latter  of  thefe  painful  events,  we  may 
implicitly  expect,  that  the  probity,  m6deration  and  wifdom,  of  the  federal 
authority,  and  the  juftice  and  magnanimity  of  the  executive  directory,  will 
fpeedily  furnilh  an  effectual  relief,  by  reftoring  the  nations  to  that  ftate  of 
confidence,  concord,  and  amity,  which  can  alone  be  congenial  with  the 
popular  feelings,  and  the  political  interefls,  of  both  the  republics.  But,  in 
relinquifhing  the  active  iervices  of  a  Patriot,  who  hasfo  meritorioufly  fwayed 
the  affections  of  his  fellow  citizens;  and  fo  fuccefsfully  executed  the  councils 
of  his  country,  we  muff,  in  vain,  attempt  to  calculate  the  lofs;  and  can  de>- 
rive  confolation  from  this  reflection  alone,  that,  while  the  grateful  love  and 
veneration  of  his  cotemporaries  fhall  give  to  his  retreat,  all  the  folace  that 
this  world  can  bellow,  the  rich  inheritance  of  his  example  and  his  fame, 
fjiall  be  the  palladium  and  pride  of  our  lateft  pofterity! 

"  Thus  deprived,  in  our  political  transactions,  of  the  benefit  of  thofe  vir- 
tues and  talents,  that  might  inipire  univerfal  confidence;  and  of  thofe  aufpicies, 
which  have  hitherto  given  a  propitious  ftamp  to  the  fortunes  of  America; 
the  crifis  will  demand  from  every  department  of  government,  from  every 
member  of  fociety,  a  zealous  and  faithful  co-operation.  Let  us,  then,  Gentle- 
men, by  laws  judicioufly  framed,  and  punctually  executed;  by  private  ex- 
ample, as  well  as  by  official  vigilance;  difcharge  the  important  truft  confided 
to  us;  difcountenancing,  at  all  times,  and  by  all  means,  the  ungenerous  af- 
perity  of  party-fpirit;  and  inculcating  the  principles  of  benevolence  and  har- 
mony. By  the  obfervance  of  a  policy  thus  enlightned,  you  will  confirm  the 
virtue  and  happinefs  of  your  conftituents,  and  raife  a  lafting  monument  of 
your  own  wifdom  and  patriotifm;  you  will  perpetuate  the  individual  prosperity 
of  Pennfylvania,  and  enlarge  the  fcale  of  her  influence,  in  maintaining  the 
rights  and  dignity  of  the  union.  In  a  career  fo  glorious,  I  fnall  cheerfully, 
though  diffidently  accompany  you  with  all  the  powers  of  my  office,  and  all 
the  faculties  of  my  mind:  enjoying  the  beft  of  all  rewards,  if,  at  the  clofe 
of  a  long  and  affidicus  political  life,  I  fhall  prove  to  my  fellow  citizens,  that 
I  have  net  been  undeferving  of  the  generous  partiality,  with  which  I  have 
been  uniformly  honored  and  fupported.

JL  HE  increafing  population  of  the  commonwealth,  with  the  general  pro- 
fperity  and  happinefs  of  its  citizens,  afford  a  pleaiing  evidence  of  the  wifdom 
of  our  political  inftitutions. 

Impreffed  with  a  firm  conviction,  that  the  laws  alone  fhould  govern,  and 
that,  by  them,  the  will  of  the  community  ihould  be  lo  prelcribed  as  to  pre- 
clude the  neceffity  of  exercifing  individual  difcretion,  we  cannot  but  be  fen- 
fible  of  the  propriety  of  an  attentive  review  of  our  laws  refpecling  elections, 
and  fhall  be  wanting  in  duty  to  our  conftituents  if  we  do  not  ufe  every  endea- 
vour to  amend,  and,  if  poffible,  render  them  more  clear  and  explicit. 

The  eftabliibment  and  regulation  of  a  military  force,  compatible  with  the 
freedom,  yet  adequate  to  the  exigencies,  of  fociety,  without  impofing  unne- 
ceffary  burdens  on  its  members,  is  an  object  that  will  be  the  fubjeet  of  our 
moft  ferious  deliberations. 

Believing  knowledge  and  virtue  the  belt  guardians  of  public  and  private 
happinefs,  and  fenfible  of  the  importance  of  imprefhons  received  in  early  life, 
we  fhall  not  be  deterred  by  the  difficulty  of  the  undertaking,  or  by  paft  mif- 
carriages,  from  attempting  to  fulfil  a  conilitutional  duty,  and  place  the  attain- 
ment of  ufeful  inftruction  within  the  reach  of  our  moft  indigent  fellow  citizens. 

We  finccrely  participate  in  your  regret  that,  in  the  public  tranfactions  of 
the  union,  we  are  about  to  be  deprived  of  the  virtues  and  talents  of  our  be- 
loved President,  which  have  juftly  infpired  univerfal  confidence;  and  fervently 
join  in  your  wifhes,  that  his  remaining  days  may  be  as  happy  as  his  paft  life 
has  been  glorious. 

In  the  courfe  of  our  feffion  the  remaining  objects  of  your  addrefs  will  ne- 
ceffarily  engage  a  due  attention,  and  we  fhall  rely  with  confidence  on  your 
co-operation  in  every  meafurc  adapted  to  the  welfare  of  the  community.

To  Thomas  Mifflin,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennfylvania. 
SIR, 

HE  increafing  population  of  the  commonwealth,  with  the  general  pro- 
fperity  and  happinefs  of  its  citizens,  afford  a  pleafing  evidence  of  the  wifdom 
of  our  political  inftitutions. 

Impreffed  with  a  firm  conviction,  that  the  laws  alone  ihould  govern,  and 
that,  by  them,  the  will  of  the  community  ihould  be  i'o  prefcribed  as  to  pre- 
clude the  neceflity  of  exercifing  individual  difcretion,  we  cannot  but  be  fen- 
fible  of  the  propriety  of  an  attentive  review  of  our  laws  refpe&ing  elections 
and  ihall  be  wanting  in  duty  to  our  constituents  if  we  do  not  ufe  every  endea- 
vour to  amend,  and  render  them  more  clear  and  explicit. 

The  eftabliihment  and  regulation  of  a  military  force,  compatible  with  the 
freedom,  yet  adequate  to  the  exigencies,  of  fociety,  without  impofing  unne- 
cefiary  burdens  on  its  members,  is  an  object  that  will  be  the  fubjedf.  of  cur 
moft  ferious  deliberations. 

Believing  knowledge  and  virtue  the  heft  guardians  of  public  and  private 
happinefs,  and  ienfible  of  the  importance  of  imprefTions  received  in  early  life, 
we  lhall  not  be  deterred  by  the  difficulty  of  the  undertaking,  or  by  paft  mil- 
carriages,  from  attempting  to  fulfil  a  conflitutional  duty,  and  place  the  attain- 
ment of  ufeful  inftrudtion  within  the  reach  of  our  mofl:  indigent  fellow  citizens. 

We  fincerely  participate  in  your  regret  that,  in  the  public  tranfaclions  of 
the  union,  we  are  about  to  be  deprived  of  the  virtues  and  talents  of  our  be- 
loved Preiident,  which  have  juftly  infpired  univerfal  confidence;  and  fervently 
join  in  your  wHhes,  that  his  remaining  days  may  be  as  happy  as  his  paft  life 
has  been  glorious. 

In  the  courfe  of  our  feffion  the  remaining  objects  of  your  addrefs  will  ne- 
ceffarily  engage  a  due  attention,  and  we  lhall  rely  with  confidence  on  your 
co-operation  in  every  meafure  adapted  to  the  welfare  of  the  community.

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Directors  of  the  Bank  of 
Pennfylvania,  chofen  by  the  Senate,  having,  according  to  the  direfiions  of 
the  Senate,  joined  the  committee  of  the  Houle  of  Repreientatives,  appointed 
"  to  receive,  from  the  Directors  of  the  Bank  of  Pennfylvania  who  have  been 
appointed  by  the  Legiflature,  any  communications  they  may  make  relating 
to  that  inftitution,"  report, 

That,  at  the  firft  conference  held  with  the  faid  Directors,  they  informed 
your  committee,  that  John  Barclay,  Efquire,  Prefidcnt  of  the  faid  Bank,  had 
applied,  to  his  own  ufe,  a  large  fum  of  money,  the  property  of  the  Bank; 
that  the  faid  Dire&ors,  as  the  immediate  reprefentatives  of  the  fhte  in  that 
inftitution,  conceived  it  to  be  their  duty,  to  make  an  early  communication 
of  the  circumftance  to  the  Legiflature,  not  only  for  their  information,  but 
that  a  committee  might  be  appointed  to  receive,  from  time  to  time,  an  ac- 
count of  any  other  circumllances  which,  on  inveiligation,  might  appear  to 
demand  attention. 

At 
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At  a  fubfequent  conference  with  the  laid  Directors,  your  committee  were 
informed,  that  a  more  accurate  investigation  of  the  accounts  of  the  Bank 
had  taken  place,  when  it  appeared,  that  Jonathan  Mifflin,  the  late  Cafhicr, 
and  feveral  other  perions,  had,  by  over-draft,  and  other  means,  obtained  from 
the  Bank  fundry  Sums  or  money,  the  property  ot  the  Bank;  that,  in  c'on- 
fequence  of  this  diieovery,  the  Directors  applied  for  payment  of  the  feveral 
funis  fo  procured,  a  considerable  portion  of  which  has  been  paid  in  money, 
and  fecurity  taken  for  the  remainder,  except  to  a  Small  amount. 

Upon  the  whole,  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  lofs  which 
the  Stockholders  of  the  Bank  of  Pennfylvania  may  fu  Stain,  by  the  difagreeable 
tranfactions  above  fpecified,  will  amount  to  a  very  inconliderable  fum,  being, 
in  the  eftimation  of  the  Directors,  leis  than  fifteen  thoufand  dollars,  from 
every  cauie,  fince  the  commencement  cf  the  institution. 

Your  committee  think  it  proper  to  itate,  for  the  information  of  the  Senate, 
that  the  whole  amount  of  over-drafts  was  about  two  hundred  thoufand  dollars. 
They,  with  pleafure,  add,  that  the  conduct  of  the  Directors  on  the  part  of 
the  itate,  throughout  this  bufmefs,  merits  the  approbation  of  ail  who  arc-  in- 
terested in  the  welfare  of  that  institution;  and  that  they  have  reafon  to  believe, 
the  Bank  is  in  a  Situation  perfectly  fafe,  and,  therefore,  deierving  the  confi- 
dence of  the  public  in  general. 

Mr.  Lilly  called  for  the  report  of  the  committee  to  which  was  referred  the 
petition  of  the  widow  and  heirs  of  James  Patterfan,  read  the  fifteenth  inftant, 
and  the  fame  was  read  the  Second  time,  and  agreed  to ;  and  lo  it  was 

Refolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  bring  in  a  bill,  as  a  lupplement 
to  the  act,  entitled,  "  An  act  to  enable  executors  and  administrators  by  leave 
of  court  to  convey  lands  and  tenements  contracted  for  with  their  decedents 
and  for  other  purpofes  therein  mentioned,"  io  as  to  afford  relief  to  the  peti- 
tioners and  others  in  Similar  circumftances;  and 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Morgan,  Mr.  Barton  and  Mr.  Poftlethwaite  be  a  com- 
mittee for  the  faid  purpofe. 

Adjourned  to  Monday  next,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,

Permit  me,  therefore,  to  fubmit  to  your  consideration,  a 
letter  which  I  have  received  from  the  Mayor  of  Savannah,  on  this  interefting 
fubjecl,  and  to  recommend,  a  prompt  and  liberal  contribution  for  tbe  relief 
of  the  afflicted  inhabitants  of  that  unfortunate  city.

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ticn  perfectly  i'afe,  and  fully  able  to  meet,  with  promptneTs,  every  demand 
which  mav  be  brought  againft  them.  In  comparing  their  prefent  fituation 
with  that  of  a  former  period,  when  a  report  was  made  to  the  Lejgiflature,  the 
difference  is  evidently  much  in  favor  of  their  fafety,  at  the  prefent  time. 

The  committee  think  it  their  duty  to  Mate,  that  it  appears  to  them  that  the 
directors  have  ufed  every  exertion  to  fecure  the  ihftitution  from  the  effects  of 
the  late  abufes  and  frauds,  and  they,  with  pleafure,  add,  that  it  alio  appear? 
their  exertions  have  been,  in  general,  fuccefsful;  the  directors  have  alio  intro- 
duced a  better  arranged  and  mere  ceconcmical  fyftem,  rf  carrying  en  the 
ordinary  bufinefs  of  the  Bank,  than  that  heretofore  purfucd. 

On  the  whole,  the  joint  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  lefs  injury  will  re- 
fult  to  the  institution,  from  the  late  events,  than  was  to  be  expected,  and  th< 
care  and  circumfpecticn,  they  will  naturally  introduce,  will  render  it  lefs  liable 
to  future  impofitions.

Mr.  Morgan  prefented  the  petition  of  the  Prefident,  Managers  and  Com- 
pany of  the  Philadelphia  and  Lancafter  turnpike  road,  dating,  that  the  com- 
pany having  completed  the  (aid  turnpike  read  at  a  great  expenfe,  perions  par-

The  committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  fituation  of  the  books  and  pa- 
pers of  the  Surveyor  General  and  Receiver  General,  report,  That,  agreeably 
to  their  inftrudions,  they  have  enquired  into  the  fituation  of  the  books  and 
papers  in  the  faid  offices,  and  find,  that  the  books  in  the  Surveyor's  office  are 
in  good  order  and  kept  ported  up,  but  that,  from  frequent  fearches  and  copy- 
ing, a  number  of  drafts  and  other  confequential  public  papers  are  nearly  worn 
out,  to  fupply  which,  much  labor  and  time  will  be  necefiary;  that  officer  has 
began  a  reviiion  and  arrangement  of  the  papers,  which,  when  completed,  will 
greatly  facilitate  the  tranfatYion  of  bufinefs,  but  to  the  accomplishment  of  thofe 
defirable  objects,  and  carrying  on  the  current  bufinefs,  a  confiderable  appro- 
priation of  money,  above  the  prefent,  will  be  neceflary. 

In  the  Receiver's  office  they  find,  that  feveral  of  the  books  remain  unpoll- 
ed for  a  number  of  years,  which  calls  for  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Le- 
giflature,  as  fu  He  ring  them  to  remain  behind,  muft  foon  produce  at  leaft  a 
temporary  fufpenfion  of  the  bufinefs;  your  committee  would  further  remark, 
that  in  the  offices  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Land-office  and  the  Receiver  Gene- 
ral, a  number  of  additional  Clerks  are  wanted  to  bring  forward  the  unfinished 
bufinefs,  and  that  in  the  whole  Land-office  department,  the  prefent  falaries  of 

the 
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the  Clerks,  are  by  no  means  equal  to  the  prefent  high  prices  of  living  in  this 
city,  and  that,  unlefs  an  en'creafe  is  made  by  law,  the  offices  will  probibly 
be  foon  deprived  of  their  fervices.  Your  committee  find,  that  the  annual 
amount  of  fees  received  by  the  commonwealth,  from  thofe  offices,  amounts  to 
about  -  Dollars  27,572  47 

And  that  the  whole  expenfes  of  the  department  for  one  year, 
including  a  grant  of  two  thoufand  five  hundred  dollars  by  the  a£t 
of  the  twentieth  of  April,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  nine-

Its  finances  are  fiouriihing,  but  not  fuificient  to  finilh  the  new  building 
without  further  iupport. 

The  legacies,  contributions  and  donations,  amounted  laft  year,  ending  the 
twenty-third  of  April,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-fix,  to  the 
fum  of  three  thoufand  fcxen  hundred  and  forty-eight  pounds,  three  findings 
and  ten  pence;  the  capital  ftock,  at  the  fame  period,  amounted  to  twenty-one 
thouland  one  hundred  and  feventy-three  pounds,  ten  millings  and  ten  pence. 

The  total  lum  expended  laft  year,  for  common  houfe-hold  expenfc-, 
amounted  to  three  thouland  nine  hundred  and  thirteen  pounds,  feven  findings 
2nd  eight  pence  half-penny,  during  which  period,  that  is  i .  /Or.  from  the 
twentv-third  of  April,  one  thouland  feven  hundred  and  ninerv  five,  to  April 
twenty-third,  one  thoufand  {even  hundred  and  ninetv-iix,  there  have  been 
admitted  into  the  inftitution,  two  hundred  and  fixteen  patients,  of  whom  fifty 
five  were  lunatics. 

The  new  buildings  for  the  accommodatian  of  lunatics,  contain  feventy 
rooms,  feveral  of  which  are  at  prefent  occupied,  and  are  calculated  for  the 
beft  accommodation  and  fafe-keeping  of  the  diftrefied  objects,  for  the  benefits 
of  whom  they  are  only  intended;  the  lum  of  fourteeen  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  eighteen  pounds,  eight  fhillings  and  feven  pence  half-pennv,  has  been  ex- 
pended on  this  building,  accounts  are  rendered,  and  there  remains  due  to  the 
workmen,  two  thouland  pounds,  which  leaves  a  balance  of  the  funds  provided

"   This  opportunity  will,  alio,  be  taken  to  fubmit  to  your  confederation 
the  account  of  "die  Coinrnillioners  employed  to  open  and  lay  out  a  roadfrom 
the  Bald  Eagle's  Neft,  on  the  end  of  the  Nittany-mountain,  to  the  town  of 
Erie,  at  Prefq  f-iilc;  and  an  account  of  the  expenfes  that  have  been  unavoid- 
ably 
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ably  incurred  in  the  execution  of  the  law  to  prevent  intrufions  upon  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  ftate:  For  both  objects  Lam  purfuaded  you  will  make  the  re- 
quilite  appropriations.

recorder  of  deeds  for  the  proper  county  or  in  cafe  of  the  deceafe  abfence  narlecl  re- 
fufal  or  dif ability  of  the  /aid  Recorder  with  the  Protbonotary  of  the  fame  within 
months  from  and  after  the  pafjing  of  this  acl  and  fhallon  oath  or 
affirmation  in  writing  which  fall  be  fled  and  remain  of  record  in  the  office  of  the 
faid  Recorder  cr  Protbonotary  declare  the  f aid  abfracl  to  contain  a  true  full  and  ■ 
perfeel  faiement  of  his  or  her  title  to  the  lands  therein  defer ibed  and  in  the  faid 
oatb  or  affirmation  fhall  flemnly  renounce  every  title  or  pretence  of  title  to  hold 
the  fame  or  any  other  lands  within  the  faid  counties  or  el/ewbere  within  the  boun- 
daries of  Pennfylvania  as  deliniated  and  defcribed  in  the  map  or  chart  publifhed 
by  Reading  Howel  except  under  the  authority  of  the  late  Prothonotaries  before 
or  of  this  commonwealth  fince  the  revolution  and  aifo  all  fuch  pcrfns  as  hold 
land  under  the  law  of  this  fate  commonly  called  the  confirming  law  '/hall  Jo  far 
as  relates  to  the  lands  contained  or  defcribed  in  fuch  abfracl  or  bona  iide  includ- 
ed in  the  confirmatory provi/ions  of  the  faid cot/firming  law  be  exempted  from  any 
proce/s  or  proceedings  under  this  acl  Provided  always  that  no  fuch  exemption  fhall 
extend  to  any  p  erf  on  or  perfons  unlefs  he  fie  or  they  do  and  fall  within  the  faid 
period  of  four  months  fie  an  affidavit  in  the  manner  herein  before  mentioned.

•  The  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  reports,  That  at  a  meeting  of  the  Houfe  of 
'  j  Reprefentatives  and  of  the  Senate,  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  on  this  day,  the 
Governor  addreffed  the  General  Ailembly,  and  that  he  has  left  a  copy  of  his 
addrefs  in  the  hands  of  the  Speaker,  which  .now  lies  on  the  table. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  L  Whclen  .called,'  for  the  addrefs  of  the  Governor  to  the  General 
Afiembly,  and  the  fame  was  read  as  follows,  to  wit, 

,  "  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 

*  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives! 

-  A  HE  objed  for  which  the  prefent  feflion  was  appointed  being  confined, 
I  believe,  to  the  completion  of  fuch  bufinefs  as  was  depending  at  the 
period  of  your  adjournment,  it  will  be  proper  to  avoid  preffing  upon  your 
attention  any  fubjed,  that  does  not  require  an  immediate  interpofition  of  th*> 
legiflative  authority.  I  enjoy,  indeed,  a  fincere  fatisfadion  in  being  able, 
on  this  occafion,  to  fepeat,  that  experience  has  difclofed  but  few  important 
i  defeds  in  the  general  inftitutions  of  our  municipal  policy;  while  even  ihofw 
fubordinate  regulations,  which  are  neceflary  to  accommodate  the  progrefs  of 
population  and  fettlement  in  a  young  country,  have,  in  a  great  degree,  been 
anticipated  by  the  wifdom  and  liberality  of  your  predecellbrs.  It  is  another 
interefling  fource  of  pleafure  and  congratulation,  that,  notwithstanding 
every  recent  fymptom  of  diifatisfadion  and  hoftility,  the  conciliatory  con- 
tkid,  which  the  Federal  Government  has  purfued,  promifes  effeduafy  to  re- 
flore  the  harmony  of  our  foreign  relations,  and  to  preferve  the  peace  and 
profperity  of  the  Union. 

"  In  order,  however,  Gentlemen,  to  provide  againft  a  difappointment  in 
this  hope,  Congrels  have  direded,  among  ether  cautionary  meafures,  that  a 
corps  of  eighty  thoufand  militia  fhall  be  organized,  of  which  ten  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  ninety-fix  men  are  to  be  furnifhed  by  Pennfylvania.  The 
neceflary  inftrudions  have  been  iffued  for  complying  with  the  requifition;  but 
permit  me  to  obferve,  that  the  imperfedions  of  our  militia  law  (which  hav-e 
often  been  the  fubjed  of  remark  in  my  communications  to  the  Legiflature  j" 
forbid  the  expedation  of  certainty  or  expedition  in  embodying  a  competent 
force  upon  the  prefent,  or  upon  any  future,  emergency.  In  carrying  the. att 
for  procuring  a  fupply  of  arms  into  effed,  time  has  been  allowed  for  tranf- 
mitting  propofals  from  the  moll:  diftant  parts  of  the  Union;  and  the  delay 
has  enabled  me  to  obtain  the  aid  of  the  Prefident  for  facilitating  an  exporta- 
tion from  Europe;  to  afcertain,  under  a  late  law  of  Congrefs,  an  exemption 
from- duty  on' the  importation  into  Pennfylvania;  and,  in  confequence  of  the 
fudden-profped  of  a  general  peace,  to  inlift  upon  more  advantageous  terms, 
than  could  haveheen  contemplated  in  an  earlier  purchaie.    The  contrads  will, 

.  nevertheless,  I  tr.uft,  be  formed,  lb  as  to  enfure  the  delivery  of  ten  thoufand 
Hands  of  arms  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing  fpring:    But  Mill  it  is  obviouc, 

.  that  the  eflablilhment  of  an  arfenal  can  be  of  little  importance,  unlefs  the  re- 
gulations for  muftering  and  training  the  militia  fhall  alfo  be  efficient ;  and, 
therefore,  you  will  excufe  the  renewed  expreffion  of  my  folicitude,  that  a  re- 
form may  be  fpeedily  introduced,  on  points  fo  effential  to  the  national  honor 
and  defence. 

"  As  the  ftate  of  the  unfortunate  controverfy  at  Wyoming  has  net  been 
materially  -changed  during  the  recefs,  I  prefume  this  fubjed  will,  likewiie, 
be  revived  in  the  deliberations  of  the  prefent  feflion.  The  hope  was  enter- 
tained, that  a  judicial  determination  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  would,  before  now,  have  obviated  every  ground  of  litigation,  even 
unon  the  queftion  of  private  property;  but  as  the  ilTue  of  the  funs  involving 
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that  queftion  can  have  no  direct  influence  upon  the  obligation*  of  the  g<*« 
vernment  to  affert  its  right  of  jurisdiction,  I  again  fubmit  to  your  consider- 
ation, the  expediency  of  adopting,  in  that  reSpect,  a  prompt  and  deciSive 
courfe  of  proceeding,  whether  it  fhali  lead  to  an  equitable  commutation  of 
either  of  the  contending  claims,  or  to  a  coercive  eftablifhment  of -the  public 
authority.  The  additional  documents  that  I  have  directed  to  be  prefented  to 
you  evince  the  continuance  of  that  Spirit  of  refi fiance  to  our  laws,  which 
any  appearances  of  fupinenefs  or  of  irrelblution,  on  the  part  of  the  State, 
would,   I  apprehend,,  fatally  extend  and  embolden. 

*'  From  the  many  ether  Subjects  which  your  records  will  exhibit,  allow  me, 
Gentlemen,  to  Select,  as  deferving  of -.peculiar  attention,  the  institution  of 
public  fchools,  and  the  fyftem  for  regulating  bankruptcy;  the  former  is  re- 
commended with  all  the  force  of  a  conftitutional  injunction,  and  the  latter, 
by  thofe  confederations  of  policy  and  humanity,  which  Will  naturally  occur, 
at  this  crifis,  to  every  mind  of  feeling  and  reflection.  Some  further  provifions 
might  likewife  be  advantageoufly  made,  refpecting  the  interior  management  of 
the  prifons  for  debtors;  particularly  in  the  articles  of  lodging  and  SubSiStence; 
and  it  is  thought,  that  the  authority  of  a  law  is  wanting,  for  a  removal  from 
the  debtors  apartment  to  the  criminal  gaol,  when  a  perfon  in  cuftody,  upon 
civil  procefs,  (hall  afterwards  be  convicted  of  a  crime. 

"  The  reprefentations  which  have  been  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Land- 
office  point  out  the  neceffity  of  an  early  appropriation  for  paying  the  arrear- 
ages due  for  pad  Services,  and  for  compenfating,  in  future,  a  competent  num- 
ber of  clerks  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  department.  The  allowance  has 
hitherto  been  So  insufficient,  that  the  records,  for  a  Series  of  years,  have  been 
unavoidably  left  imperfect;  and  even  the  expenfe  of  tranfacting  the  indif- 
penfible  current  bufinefs  has  been  partially  defrayed,  as  I  am  informed,  out 
of  the  private  funds  of  the  officers.  You  will  likewife  be  pleaSed,  Gentle- 
men, to  prefcribe  the  mode  for  distributing  five  hundred  and  forty-fix  copies 
of  the  new  edition  of  the  acts  of  Congrefs,  which  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
tranSmitted  to  me,  for  the  benefit  of  the  commonwealth ;  and  Some  uSe  Should 
immediately  be  defignated  for  the  houSe  originally  intended  to  accommodate 
the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  as,  in  its  prefent-  unoccupied  .Situation,  it 
is  greatly  expoSed  to  dilapidation  and  injury. 

"  It  is  proper  to  take  this  opportunityof  Stating,  that  the  controverfy  relative 
to  the  prize  Sloop  Active,  which  was  captured  from  the  BritiSh  in  the  year 
1 780,  has  been  revived,  in  a  Suit  brought  by  certain  claimants  againft  the  then 
MarShall  of  Pennsylvania,  who  paid  the  proceeds  of  the  prize  into  the  Court 
V>f  Admiralty,  under  an  order  of  the  Judge,  and  with  the  Sanction  of  the 
Legifiative  and  Executive  authority  of  the  commonwealth,  as  appears  from 
the  records  of  that  period.  It  being  incumbent  on  the  State,  under  theSe  cir- 
cumstances, to  indemnify  the  MarShall,  I  have  directed  the  Suit  to  be  defend- 
ed on  account  of  the  public,  and  the  documents  will  be  laid  before  you,  that 
kich  further  Steps  may  be  taken  upon  the  occafion,  as  your  wifdofn  and  juftice 
Shall  devife  and  approve. 

"  The  appearance  of  a  malignant  and  contagious  fever  in  Penn-ftreet  and  its  ' 
vicinity,  as  the  time  of  your  affembling  approached,  induced  me,  Gentle- 
men, to  convene  fuch  of  the  members  as  could  conveniently  attend,  that 
they  might  be  apprifed,  from  the  belt  fources  of  information,  of  the  facts  re- 
lating to  the  Subject;  but  a  variety  of  reafons  occurred  to  render  it  improper  ■ 
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qcl  tr£'  part  of  fche.-iixeculive  alone  to  purfue  any  ftep,r  that  might  prevent 
your  meeting  at  all,  or  even  change  the  ordinary  feat  of  the  Legiflature,  without 
the  previous  authority  of  a  law.  Ianxioufly  hope,  however,  that  the  precau- 
tions which  have  been  taken,  and  the  favorable  temperature  of  the  feafon. 
will  enable  us-fpeedily  to  remove  every  caufe  of  apprehenfion:  And  th.it  you 
may,  from  time  to  time,  pofleis  authentic  accounts  upon  the  fubjecr,  Tlhall  -' 
dired  the  reportsiof  the  Health-office,  and  the  communications  of  the  Col- 
lege, *of  Phyficians,  to  be  regularly  laid  before  you. 

■ 

"  But,  under  the  impreffions  made  by  the  calamity  which  threatens,  you 
will  naturally  be  difpofed,  Gentlemen,  to  invigorate,  by  every  poflible 
means,  the  police,  for  reftoring  and  preferving  the  health  of  the  city  and  its 
■  fuburbs.  The  exifting  law  has  empowered  the  Infpe&ors  to  prohibit  an  in- 
difcrriminate  intercourfe  with  the  infe&ed  quarter,  to  remove  the  fick,  and  to 
provide  for  their  accommodation ;  and  you  will,  doubtlefs,  concur  in  thinking, 
that  the  emergency  juftifies  me  in  having  made  arrangements  for  eftablifhing 
camps  on  the  neighbouring  commons,  as  an  alylum  for  fuch  of  the  citizens 
as  may  with  to  ffy  from  the  immediate  lphere  of  contagion.  For  the  outline 
of  a  permanent  plan,  however,  permit  me  to  refer  you  to  the  report,  with 
which  I  haVe  been  favored  by  the  College  of  Phyficians  ;  a  plan,  which 
will,  I  am  confident,  be  digefted  and  matured  by  your  wifdom,  upon  libe- 
ral arid  enlightened  principles,  adapted  to  ;an  object  fo  deeply  affeding  the 
tranquility,  opulence  and  prolperity  of  our  metropolis. 

"  Gentlemen  of  th<e  Honfe  of  Reprefentatlves, 

"  By  the  report  from  the  department  of  accounts,  of  which  copies  will 
e  prefented  to  the  Legiflature,  it  appears,  that  to  a  balance  of  ninety-four 
tioufand  ("even  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  eighty-live  cents,  which  was 
in  the Treafury  on  the  firft  day  of  January  laft,  there  has  been  fmce  added  a 
a  fum  of  one  hundred  and  feventy-eight  thoufand  two  hundred  and  five  dol- 
lars and  fifty-one  cents,  the  accumulative  refult  of  the  various  fources  of  out- 
revenue.      During  the  fame  period,  the  dilburfements  for  the  public  fervice, 
including  the  expenfe  of  the  late  feffio'n  cf  the  General  AiTembly,  and  the    . 
grant  for  the  relief  of  our  fellow-citizens  in  Savannah,  have  amounted  to  the 
fum  of  one  hundred  and  feventy-fix  thoufand  four  hundred  and  thirty-nine    . 
dollars  and  one  "cent;  fo  that  there  remained  a  fpecie  balance  of  ninety-fix 
thcu^mdfear  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  and  thirty-fivo  cents  in  the  trea- 
fury, on  the  firft  day  of  the  prefent  month.      It  fhould  be  recollecled,  how- 
ever, that  this  fum,  and  the  growing  revenues  of  the  ftate,  are  fubjefted  to " 
very' heavy  appropriations,  independent  of  the  current  charge  for  the  fuppcrt 
of  government;  and   I  truft  that  the  next  General  Aflembly  (fhould  your 
other  avocations  prevent  an  immediate  inveftigation)  will  judge  it  proper  to 
review  the  ftate  of  our  finances,  and  to  take:  the  neceffary  precautions  for  pre- 
ventinr/  the  public  expenditure  exceeding  the  public  income. 

"  The  officers  of  accounts  will  fubmit  to  your  confederation  the  ordinary 
objects  for  appropriation,  which  have  occurred  during  the  recefs;  but  per- 
mit me  particularly  to  fuggeft,  that  it  may  be  proper  to  make  a  prcvlfional 
grant  for  the  ufe'  of  the  Health-office,  left  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  which 
at  prefant  excites  an  alarm,  fhould  call  for  pecuniary  aid  more  fuddenly  and 
more  extenfively  than  the  powers  of  the  Infpedors  could  fupply  it. 
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"  It  will,  likewife,  I  conceive,  be  an  ad  of  true  policy,  as  well  as  of  bene- 
volence, to  provide  fome  means  for  employing  and  paying,  in  the  public  fer- 
vice,  the  indigent  and  indudrious  citizens,  who  may  be  deprived  of  the  ordi- 
nary refources  for  the  maintainance  of  themfelves  and  their  families,  during 
the  continuance  of  the  calamity.

■  "  The  general  information  which  has  been  received  will  not,  indeed,  per- 
mit me  to  flatter  you  with  the  hope,  that  the  malignant  and  contagious  fe- 
ver to  which  I  have  juft  alluded  has  ceafed  to  exift.  It  is,  I  fear,  a  melan- 
choly truth,  that  the  number  of  victims  in  the  neighbourhood  ©f  Penn-ftreet,  • 
in  South  war k,  and  in  that  part  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  which  is  called 
Keafington,  has  undoubtedly  increafed  in  the  courfe  of  the  laft  week;  and  fome 
cafes,  it  is  laid,  have  occurred  even  in  the  interior  of  the  city.  I  am 
aware,  gentlemen,  of  the  painful  confequence  of  thefe  public  communica- 
tions; but  I  have  thought  it  an  indifpenfable  duty,  in  a  matter  of  fuch  mo- 
ment, that  every  individual  mould  have  an  opportunity  to  judge  for  himfelf, 
and  to  purfue  the  meafures  which  his  own  ideas  of  fecurity  might  fugged. 
To  the  Infpeclors  of  the  Heakh-oifice,  however,  as  more  intimately  acquaint- 
ed with  the  ftate  of  the  various  parts  of  the  city  and  its  fuburbs,  I  have  im- 
plicitly confided  the  talk  of  deviling  regulations,  to  check  and  prevent  the 
progrefs  of  the  contagion;  and  you  will  perceive  by  the  Proclamations  which 
I  have  iffued,  at  their  earned  requeft,  that  whenever  they  have  thought  it 
neceflary  to  afk  my  aid,  their  plans  have  received  the  full  fupport  cf  the 
executive  authority.  Thofe  plans,  (which  in  mod  points  coincide  with  the 
opinion  of  the  college  of  Phyficians)  certainly  contain  arrangements  that 
will  affect  the  feelings  and  the  intereds  of  individuals1;  but  our  fellOw-citi- 
-zens  will  perceive,  with  their  ufual  candor  and  good  fenfe,  that  on  occasions 
like  the  preient  perfonal  confiderations  mud  be  fuperfeded  by  an  attention 
to  the  welfare  of  the  whole  community;  and  it  is  a  great  conlolation  to  re- 
flect, that  the  power  is  exercifed  by  men  chofen  by  themfelves  for  the  pur- 
pofe;  by  men,  whofe,  duties  expofe  them  to  extraordinary  danger,  without 
an  exemption  from  the  operation  of  the  rules  which  they  edablifh;  and  by  men, 
whofe  vigilance,  judgment  and  humanity,  entitle  them  to  the  public  confi- 
dence and  efteem.

A  meffage  from  the  Governor  by  Mr.  Dallas,  Secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth; : 

«  Mr.  Speaker, 

"  In  obedience  to  the  directions  of  the  Governor,  I  have  the  honor  to 
inform  you,  that  he  has  not  approved  the  bill,  entitled,  "  An  a£t  to  regulate 
the  general  elections  held  within  this  commonwealth,"  and  to  return  the  bill  to 
the  Senate,  in  which  it  originated,  together  with  his  objections." 

Mr.  Dallas  accordingly  prefented  the  faid  bill,  together  with  the  Governor's 
objections — and  the  objections  weie  read  as  follow,  to  wlty

.-     •  ■  ■**  Gentlemen, 

HAVE  confidered,  with  great  attention,  the  bill,  entitled,  "  An  a& 
to  regulate  the  general  elections  held  within  this  commonwealth,"  and 
I  now  return-  it  (having  bee;«  prevented  from  returning  it  at  the  laft  feffion  by 
an  adjournment  of  the  General  Affembly,  on  the  day  when  it  was  prefented 
to  me)  with  a  declaration,  that  I  do  not  approve  thereof,  and  with  the  fol- 
lowing objections,  as  the  ground  of  my  disapprobation. 

"  I.  Becaufe  'the  bill  not  only  operates,  in  fome  of  its  provifions,  ex  pojl 
fctlo,  exacting  a  fpecies  of  evidence  to  prove  the  elective  rights  of  a  certain 
clals  of  citizens,  which  was  not  contemplated  at  the  time  when  thofe  rights 
were  acquired;  but  from  the  extraordinary,  and,  in  many  inftances,  im- 
practicable nature  of  the  evidence  itfelf,  fuch  citizens  may  often  be  deprived 
of  their  conftitutional  privileges,  though  they  have  never  incurred  a  for- 
feiture, and  are  not  chargeable  with  any  negligence. 

"  Thus  it  is  provided,  in  the  firft  lection  of  the  bill,  "  That  no  perfon 
"  who,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  is  deemed  an  alien,  fhall 
"  be  admitted  to  vote  at  any  election  within  this  commonwealth,  unlefs  he 
"  has  been  previouHy  naturalized  according  to  the  direction  of  a  law  of  the 
"  United  States,  paffed  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  one  thoufand- 
"  feven  hundred  and  ninety-five,  or  fhall  have  been  ctherwife  naturalized 
"  previous  to  that  time,  and  fhall  produce  a  certification  thereof,  under  the 
"  feal  of  the  court  wherein  he  has  been  naturalized,  or,  ifotherwife  naturalized 
"  before  that  time,  then  fuch  certification,  or  other  written  evidence  thererf,  as, 
"  from  the-  nature  of 'fuch  naturalization,  fuch  perfon  may  reafonably  be  required 
"  to  produce  by  any  judge  or  infpeclor;  or, by  any  two  electors,  qualified  to  vote 
u  at  any  fuch  el  eel  ion" 

"  Now,  in  order  to  fhew  that  the  objection,  which  I  have  ftated,  is  well 
founded,  it  will  be  proper  to  take  a  retrefpective  view  of  the  evidence  of 
naturalization,  which  was  originally  eftablifhed,  for  thofe  cafes  that  occur- 
red before  the  fubject  had  been  regulated  by  anv  exercife  of  the  federal  au- 
thority. 

"  The  42d.  fection  of  the  frame  of  government,  eftablifhed  in  the  year  one 
thdufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy-fix,  declared,  "  that  every  foreigner  of 
"  good  character,  who  comes  to  fettle  in  this  (late,  having  firft  taken  an  oath 
"  or  affirmation  of  allegiance  to  the  fame,  may  purchale,  or  by  other  juft 
"  means  acquire,,  hold  and  transfer  lands  or  other  real  eftate;  and  after  one 
"  year's  refidence  fhall  be  deemed  a  free  denizen  thereof,  and  entitled  to  all 
"  the  rights  of  a  natural  born  fubjedt  of  this  ftate,  except  that  he  fhall  not 
"  be  capable  of  being  elected  a  Reprefentative,  until  after  two  years  refi- 
«'  dence." 

"  On  the  thirteenth  of  January,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy- 
feven,  an  act;  paffed,  obliging  the  male  white  inhabitants  of  this  ftate  to  give 
affurances  of  allegiance;  the  form  of  an  oath  or  affirmation  was  prefcribed; 
and  the  Juftices  were  directed  to  keep  Regifters  of  the  perfons  fo  fwonx 
cr  affirmed,  and  to  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  Recorders  of  Deeds  of  the  coun- 
ties, refpectively,  who  were  directed  to  record  them. 

«  In 
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"  In  the  years  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  leventy-eight  and  one  thou  - 
farid  feven  hundred  and  feventy-nine,  other  ads  of  a  fimilar  import  were 
paffed;  but  efteding  no  material  alteration  in  the  point  of  view,  in  which 
•  the  fubjed  now  offers  for  confideration.  a 

"  But  on  the  thirteenth  of  March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  'an  act  was  palled  to  repeal  all  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  requir- 
ing an  rath  or  affirmation  of  allegiance  from  the  inhabitants;  and  by  the 
fourth  fedion  it  was  provided:  "  that  nothing  tn  this  ad  contained  lhall  be 
"  deemed  to  extend  to,  alter  or  affed  the  forty-fecond  fedion  of  the  frame 
"  &f  government  of  this  commonwealth,  but  that  every  fuch  foreigner  as  is 
"  in  the  faid  fedion  mentioned,  who  mall  come  to  fettle  in  this  ftate,  fhall, 
"  after  one  year's  refidence  therein,  be  entitled  to  the  full  enjoyment  of  the 
"  rights  and  privileges  therein  fpecified,  upon  taking  and  fubfcribing  an  oath 
"  or  affirmation,  fuch  as  in  the  act  is  fet  forth.  The  Mayor,  Recorder,  each 
"  and  every  Alderman  and  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  before  whom  fuch  oath  or 
"  affirmation  mould  be  taken  or  iubfcribed,  was  directed  by  the  ad  to  keep  a 
"  fair  regifter  of  the  names  and  addition  of  the  perfons  fo  fworn  or  affirmed. 
"  and  to  tranfmit  to  the  Recorders  of  Deeds  of  the  counties,  refpedively, 
"  lifts  of  the  names  of  the  perfons  fo  fworn  and  affirmed,  which  lifts  were 
i;  thereupon  to  be  recorded." 

"  It  appears  then,  that  from  the  feventeenth  of  June,  one  thonfand  feven 
hundred  and  feventy-feven,  to  the  twenty-iixth  of  March,  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  ninety  (when  Congrefs  exercifed  the  power  of  naturaliz- 
ation granted  by  the  eighth  fedion  of  the  firft  article  of  the  Conftitution  of 
the  United  States)  the  rights  of  citizenfhip  were  to  be  acquired,  and  the  fid 
of  naturalization  was  to  be  recorded,  in  the  mode  thus  defignated  by  the 
fortv-feeond  fedion  of  the  frame  of  government,  and  the  laws  to  which  I 
have  referred;  but  neither  the  frame  of  government,  nor  any  of  thofe  laws 
will  be  found  to  contain  a  pofitive.provifion  as  to  the  mode  of  eftablifhing 
the  fad  of  naturalization,  in  cafe  the  regifter  of  the  magiftrates  and  th»  re- 
cords of  the  Recorders  mould  be  loft.  By  the  bill  under  confideration,  it  is, 
indeed,  contemplated,  that  every  naturalized  freeman,  adual'y  relident  with- 
in the  lindrs  of  the  United  States  on  the  third  of  September,  one  thoufand 
ieven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  ihould  ftand  on  the  fame  footing  with  na- 
tives, in  the  exercife  of  the  eledive  right;  but  between  the  third  of  Septem- 
ber, one  thoufand  ieven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  and  the  twenty-fixth  of 
March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety,  many  aliens  were  .natu- 
ralized, according  to  the  laws  in  force  during  that  period. 

"  Under  thefe  circumftances,  a  recurrence  mull  be  had  to  general  princi- 
ples; and  it  is  a  general  principle,  that  if  a  record  is  loft,  the  fads,  of  which 
it  was  intended  to  be  the  memorial,  may  be  proved  by  parol,  as  well  as  by 
written  evidence.  No  citizen  can  anfwer  for  the  care  and  fidelity  of  the  Ma- 
giftrate  or  Recorder;  nor  can  the  Magiftrate  or  Recorder  guard  againft  ads 
of  Providence,  and  the  various  cafualties,  by  which  all  human  precaution 
may  be  defeated,  and  every  monument  of  human  art  is  liable  to  be  deftroy- 
ed.  If  exemplifications  of  the  regifter  or  record  are  not  produced,  proof 
might  reafonably,  perhaps,  be  demanded,  that  the  regifter  or  record  is  itfelf 
loft  or  decayed;  but  ftill  it  is  the  great  rule  of  law  upon  this  fubjed,  that 
the  beft  evidence  only  (hall  be  required,  which  the  nature  of  the  cafe  ad- 
mits; or,  in  other  words,  that  no  evidence  fhall  be  received,  which  fup- 

pofer 
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pofes  that  higher  evidence  remains  in  the  power  of  the  party;  to  extend  the 
rule  further  would  tend,  in  my  opinion,  to  create  endlefs  perplexity,  and  to 
fubvert  juitice,  when  nothing  could  be  attained  but  the  gratification  of  a  ipc- 
culative  hope,  to  guard  againft  a  poffibility  of  deceit  and  impotition. 

"  As,  therefore,  the  only  mode  prefcribed  during  the  period  to  which  I 
immediately  refer,  for  perpetuating  the  evidence  of  naturalization,  was  the 
regifter  or  record  of  the  public  officers;  as  the  individual  who  leeks  to  exerqi 
the  rights  of  naturalization  could  have  no  controul  over  thofe  officers;  a  ' 
as  the  officers  themfelves  cannot  be  refponfible  for  accidents  or  outrages;  i 
have  ventured  to  queftion,  whether  it  is  realbnableor  confident  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  jurifprudence,  that  at  the  diftancepoffibly  of  fourteen  years,  certainly 
at  the  diftance  of  {even  years,  written  evidence,  and  'written  evidence  exclu- 
fively,  ffiould  for  the  firft  time  be  demanded  (and  that  too  »f  the  instance  of  anv 
two  electors)  from  the  citizens,  who  have  derived  their  title  to  citizenffiip  un- 
der the  very  different  circumftances  which  have  been  ftated?  This  ri^our 
would  at  once  exclude  all  evidence,  ariiing  from  the  previous  uniform  exe:*:ifc 
of  the  right  of  voting;  from  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  party  himfelf;  and 
from  the  parol  teftimony  of  any  number  of  the  moft  credible  witneiTes;  it 
would,  disfranchife  fome  citizens,  without  the  flighted:  imputation  of  blame; 
and,  in  effect,  it  would  reduce  many,  who  have  for  years  performed  all  the  du- 
ti  s,  and  enjoyed  all  the  advantages  of  citizenffiip,  to  the  abfolute  condition  of 
aliens. 

II.  Becaiife  the  bill  will,  in  its  operation,  unneceiTarily  embarafs  the  exer- 
cife  of  the  rights  of  fuffrage,  and  may  deprive  fome  of  the  moil  meritorious 
citizens  of  the  privileges  of  election. 

Thus,  by  the  ninth  lection  of  the  bill,  it  is  declared,  that  the  alphabetical 
lift  to  be  furniihed  by  the  County  Commiffioners  to  the  InfpeCrors  of  election 
(hall  contain •'*  the  names  and  furnames  of  all  the  male  taxable  perfons,  in- 
'!l  'habiting  within  the  refpective  counties  who  have  been  affeffed  for  a  ftate 
"  or^  county 'tax  at  leaii  lix  months  before  that  day;  and  not  exonerated^ 
:■  A  by  the  eleventh  feclion  of  the  bill  it  is  declared,  that  "  no  perfon  of 
"  more  than  twenty-two  years  of  age  thai!  be  admitted  to  vote,  whofe  name 
"  is  not  inferted  in  the  lift  of  taxable  inhabitants  furnifhed  by  the  Commif- 
"  fioners,  unlefs  two  reputable  electors,  well  known  to  the  Infpectors,  ffiall 
"  depofe,  that  from  his  polTeffing  taxable  property,  keeping  a  houfe,  cr: 
'*■  other  circumftances,' they  firmly  believe  the  faid  perfon  hath  paid  a  ftate 
"  or  county  tax,  affe'fFe'd  agreeably  to  the  provifions  in  the  conftkulicn,  and 
"  this  ad,  and  that  he  refides,  and  hath  reiided  at  leafr.  .feven  months  in  the 
"  townfhip,  ward  or  diftviet,  in  which  he  offers  to  vote;  and  the  faid  per- 
"  fon  fhail  alfo  depofe  to  the  truth  of  the  fame,  or  produce  a  receipt  from 
"  the  proper  collector  of  the  payment  of  a  ftate  or  county  tax,  aflelTed  as 
"  afore  faid."  .   -. 

"  Now,  the  effects  of  thefe  regulations  are  objectionable  in  a  twofold  point 
df  view: — ift.  Inafmuch  as  the  accidental  or  negligent  omiffion  to  infert  any 
citizen's  name  in  the  Commiffioners  alphabetical  lift  (a  circumftance  that  has 
too  often  occurred)  will  condemn  fuch  citizen  to  the  neceffity  of  making 
proof  of  his  right  to  vote,  at  the  very  moment  when  he  tenders  his  vote, 
by  two  reputable  eieclnrs,  though  in  every  other  cafe,  except  treafon,  one 
reputable  witnefs  is  competent  to  afcertain  a  fact,  and  though  the  fact  may 
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be  known  only  to  women,  to  perfons  who  are  not  electors,  or  to  citizens, 
who  are  exonerated  from  the  payment  of  taxes.  Thefe  witnelfes,  moreover, 
rauft  be  well  known  to  the  Infpectors,  mull  know,  from  the  ftate  of  the 
party's  property,  or  other  circumftances,  his  capacity  to  pay  a  tax  (though 
"in  addition  to  this,  his  own  oath,  or  the  production  of  a  collector's  receipt, 
'is'  impofed)  and  mull  atteft  his  previous  refidence  for  feven  months  within 
the  diftrict  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  though  actual  refidence  at  the  time  of 
voting  would  alone  be  required,  if  his  name  had  not  been  omitted  in  the 
Commifiloners  alphabetical  lift.  2d.  And  in  the  fecond  place,  inafmuch  as 
it  excludes  from  enjoying  the  rights  of  fuffrage  all  perfons,  who  mail  be 
exonerated,  for  any  caufe,  from  the  payment  of  taxes.  It  is  true,  that  the 
conftitution  of  the  ftate  contains  a  declaratory  article,  that  "  in  elections  by 
"  the  citizens,  every  freeman,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  having 
"  refided  in  the  ftate  two  years  next  before  the  election,  and  within  that 
"  time  paid  a  J} ate  or  county  tax,  which  JJja/t  have  been  affeffed  at  leaf  fix 
"  r-ionttjs  before  the  elcclion,  fall  enjoy  the  rights  of  an  ekcJor"  But  this  is 
manifeftly  an  affirmative,  and  not  a  negative  provifion;  it  reftrains  the  Le- 
giflature  from  denying  to  a  perfon,  fo  qualified  the  right  of  voting;  but  it 
does  not  preclude  the  Legislature  from  exercifing  the  power  of  exoneration, 
nor  does  it.  affert,  or  imply,  that  the  exoneration  from  taxes  mall  work  a  for- 
feiture of  the  rights  of  fuffrage,  the  moft  valuable  rights  of  citizenfhip. 
An  exoneration,  by  the  party  entitled  to  receive,  muft  be  in  this  cafe  fas  in 
many  cafes  that  occur  in  private  tranfadtions)  tantamount  to  a  payment  by 
the  party  liable  to  pay.  If,  indeed,  a  different  interpretation  were  given  to 
the  conftitution,  how  could  elections  have  been  held,  or  the  advantages  or 
reprefentation  have  been  enjoyed,  by  the  inhabitants  of  thofe  townfhips 
(forming  in  fome  inftances  a  confiderable  portion  of  a  county)  which  have 
occafionally  been  exonerated,  by  law,  from  any  pecuniary  contribution  to- 
wards fuftaining  the  public  burthens?  Since,  therefore,  the  conftitution  does 
not  render  the  payment  of  taxes  an  indifpenfable  preliminary  to  the  exercife 
of  the  rights  of  fuffrage,  the  principles  of  public  gratitude  and  political 
juftice  feem  to  require,  that  at  leaft,  fome  difcrimination  fhould  be  made  as 
to  the  objects,  vvhofe  exoneration  from  a  pecuniary  duty  fhall  be  thus  accom- 
panied by  the  deprivation  of  a  civil  franchife.  The  remembrance  of  thofe 
fcenes,  in  which  the  patriotifm  of  many  of  the  original  public  creditors,  and 
the  heroifm  of  many  of  the  veterans  in  our  revolutionary  war,  were  the 
caufes  of  iuch  penury,  or  infirmity,  as  muft  incapacitate  them,  at  this  mo- 
ment, for  yeilding  a  pecuniary  aid  to  the  ftate,  can  never  be  obliterated;  nor 
will  it,  I  am  confident,  be  deemed  politic  or  juft,  upon  reflection,  that  men, 
whofe  fervices  and  afP.iclions  honorably  entitle  them  to  the  exoneration  con- 
templated, fnould,  merely  from  that  reafon,  be  denounced,  as  unworthy  of 
partaking  in  the  adminiftration  of  a  government,  which  they  have  aflifted  to 
eftablifh,  at  the  hazard  of  their  lives,  Or  by  the  facrifice  of  their  fortunes.

IN  piirfuance  of  the  tenth  feftion  of  the  aft  of  the  fourth  of  April,  1792,  I 
have  the  honor  to  lay  before  the  honorable  the  Senate,  a  ftatement  of  the 
Finances  of  this  commonwealth,  from  the  firft  of  January,  till  the  thirty- 
firft  of  December,   1 796.         . 

The  paper  marked  A.  contains  an  account  of  the  receipts  at  the  Treafury, 
from  the  firft   of  January  till  the  thirty-firft  of  December,   i  796,  and  that 
marked  B.  an  account  of  the  expenditures  for  the  fame  time,  leaving  the 
following  balances  in  the  Treafury  the  31ft.  December  1796,  viz.

An  eftimate  of  the  probable  produce  of  the  revenues  for  the 
year  1797,  and  the  exifting  and  probable  claims  againft  the  commonwealth, 
and  probable  amount  of  appropriations  which  may  be  made  this  year;  by 
which  it  appears,  there  will  be  a  furplus  of  forty  thoufand  four  hundred  and 
fifty-one  dollars  and  feventy-feven  cents  in  the  Treafury  on  the  thirty-firft  of 
December  1797,  beyond  the  exifting  and  probable  demands  of  the  year 
1797.  But  this  fum  of  furplUs  revenue  will  be  greatly  augmented  if  the 
balances  of  various  appropriations^  which  are  charged  to  the  revenues  of  the 
year  1797,  are  not  called  for  to  the  extent  I  contemplate  as  highly  probable; 
for,  in  my  opinion,  upwards  of  fixty  thoufand  dollars,  of  the  balances  afore- 
laid,  will  not  be  called  for;  they  are,  however,  charged  for  the  reafon  men- 
tioned in  the  note  to  the  eftimate  of  the  finances  for  1797. 

An  action  has  been  brought  in  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  balances  ftated 
to  be  due  by  John  Nicholfon,  late  Comptroller-general,  on  accounts  fettled  per 
Schedule  No.  XXI.  but  I  have  not  introduced  them  into  my  eftimate  of  efficient 
revenues  for  the  year  1797,  Schedule  No.  XXIII.  tecaufe  I  conceive  there 
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is  no  probability  that  any  part  of  tbe  laid  debts  will  be  received  during  tbis 
year;  the  amount  of  the  verdict  already  obtained  againft  him  may,  perhaps, 
be  calculated  on. 

It  is  probable  a  confiderable  part  of  the  monies  expended  on  the  eftablifh- 
ments  at  Le'Bceuf  and  Prefqu'  Ifle  will  be  reimburfed  this  date  by  the  United 
States;  but,  as  the  fettlement  of  thefe  accounts  with  the  United  States  has 
been  prevented,  hitherto,  for  want  of  vouchers,  no  eftimate  can,  at  prefent, 
be  made  of  the  fum  which  may  be  repaid  this  date. 

Purfuant  to  an  a£t  of  the  United  States,  palled  the  laft  feffion,  there  will  be 
paid,  annually,  on  the  fix  per  cent,  funded  ftock,  eight  dollars  for  every  one 
hundred  on  the  nominal  amount,  till  the  firft  of  January  1S18;  and,  on  the 
thirty-firft  of  December  iSiS,  the  balance  of  principal  and  intereft,  then 
due,  will  be  paid  and  the  debt  extinguiihed;  the  annual  payment,  therefore, 
on  the  laid  ftock,  will  be  fix  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  feventy-nitie  dollars  and 
eighty-eight  cents;  and  in  the  year  iSci,  when  the  deferred  debt  will  bear 
an  intereft  of  fix  per  cent,  the  additional  fum  of  nineteen  thoufand  an^  ten 
dollars  and  thirty-feven  cents  will  be  received. 

I  have  not  charged  the  finances  for  the  year  1 797,  with  the  debt  of  feventy- 
fix  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  nine  dollars  and  intereft,  which  was  afcertained 
to  be  due  by  this  ftate  to  the  United  States  on  a  general  fettlement  of  accounts, 
between  the  feveral  ftates,  becaufe  until  the  refolution,  now  pending  before  Con- 
grefs,  requiring  payment  of  the  balances  due  by  the  debtor  ftates,  is  definitively 
pafled  it  is  uncertain  what  will  be  the  mode  of  payment,  and  becaufe  the  dis- 
charge of  the  faid  debt,  which,  in  all. probability  will  be  in  ftock  of  the  United 
States,  will  not  materially  affect  my  eftimate  of  the  Finances  for  1797,  as  the  in- 
tereft on  the  above  debt  will  be  the  only  deduction  from  the  revenues;  and,  for 
fimilar  reafons,  I  have  alfo  omitted  the  fum  of  thirteen  thoufand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two  dollars  and  fourteen  cents,  received  from  the  United  States, 
to  pay  one  quarter's  intereft  on  the  affumed  debt. 

In  expectation  of  a  more  efficient  militia  law  being  paffed,  I  have  calcu- 
lated upon  the  receipt  of  a  much  larger  fum,  in  militia  fines,  than  would  be 
obtained  under  the  prefent  law. 

I  have  alfo  ftated  the  probable  receipt  of  general  taxes  higher  than  they 
produced  laft  year,  as  it  is  reafonable  to  prefume,  that  the  operation  of  the 
meafures  purfuing  to  recover  the  very  large  fums  outftanding  will  be  more  pro- 
ductive this  year. 

In  my  eftimate  of  the  Finances  for  laft  year  I  charged  the  revenues  with 
eighty-nine  thoufand  feven  hundred  dollars  and  fourteen  cents,  being  the  ba- 
lance, unexpended,  of  an  appropriation  per  act  of  the  feventeenth  of  April 
1 795,  for  the  purchafe  of  ftock  of  the  United  States;  but  the  LegifJature  did 
not  deem  it  expedient  to  continue  the  purchafe  of  faid  ftock,  therefore  the 
above  fum,  being  added  to  one  thoufand  five  hundred  and  fixty-fix -dollars  and 
feventy-fix  cents,  which  I  ftated  to  be  the  probable  balance  which  would  be  in 
the  Treafury  at  the  end  of  1796,  will  make  nearly  the  balance  that  actually 
remained  therein,  at  that  period.

N.  B.  It  is  probable  that  but  a  fmall  part  of  the  balance  of  the  appropriations  for  reads  and  rivers 
will  be  called  for  during  the  year  1797,  it  is,  notwithftar.ding,  fully  charged  in  the  above  ftatement, 
becaufe  it  may  pojfdly  be  called  for,  and  becaufe  the  eventual  difcharge  of  this  balance  ought  to  be 
kept  in  view  and  provided  for.  And  there  is  great  reafon  to  prefume,  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
Certificates  of  Depreciation,  Funded  Debt,  Sec.  and  bills  of  credit,  dated  above  to  be  outllanding,  are 
loft  or  deftroyed,  from  the  length  cf  time  which  has  elapfed  fince  they  were  redeemable — they  are 
fully  charged  for  the  fame  reafon  as  the  balance  aforementioned.

3,^36  15  3  of  Funded  Debt,  in  poflefllon  of  John  Nicholfon,  late  Comptroller  General,  fee 
No.  XXI.  ought  not  to  be  charged;  but,  as  the  whole  of  thefe  certificates  may  be  delivered,  as  by 
law  directed,  to  the  Comptroller  General,  and  then  handed  over  to  the  perfons  for  whom  they  were 
made  out,  and  then  redeemed,  as  in  the  inftance  of  the  one  for  £.51  40,  in  favor  of  the  eftate  of 
James  Meafe,  deceafed,  fee  No.  XXI.  it  will  appear  proper  to  charge  the  whole,  as  a  po/ftble  incum- 
brance on  the  levenues.
